Election/Restrictions 



1 . Claims 37-42 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 15 May 2007. 

Specification 



2. The specification is objected to under rule 1 .71 of 37 C.F.R. for not be written in 
an exact and precise way to enable one skilled in the art to make or use the same. 
Specifically for the elected species of figures 6-8 it is uncertain how this is made into a 
head. There Is no hitting face and it is uncertain how this alignment device would work 
for figures 1 or 5. None of the figures show both an upward and lower spaced members 
both having circular configurations in combination with a hitting face. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shali contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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4. Claims 43-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. For the elected species of figures 6-8 it is uncertain how this is made into a 
head. There is no hitting face and it is uncertain how this alignment device would work 
for figures 1 or 5. None of the figures show both an upward and lower spaced members 
both having circular configurations in combination with a face. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more clainns particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 43-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 43 is indefinite in that it states that the 
alignment device is adjacent to the front of a face and in front. None of the drawings 
show an alignment device in front of a face portion (16). The elected species shows no 
face portion (Figures. 6-8). Figures 5 and 9 at best sfiow tine alignment device behind 
the face portion (16) and figure 1 shows an alignment device possibly above a face 
portion. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



8. Claims 43-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Stuff. 

Stuff discloses an alignment device comprises two upwardly spaced apart 
members with an upper one (44) of the members having a circular outline (Fig. 14), a 
lower one (47) of the members having a circular outline (Figs. 14-15), the diameter of 
the circular outline greater than the circular outline of the upper one (Figs. 14-1 5) and 
the members connected together in a vertical spaced apart position by a central stem 
(Fig. 13). 



9. Claims 43-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Fuller. 

Fuller discloses an alignment device in the form that a golfer aligns the face 
towards comprises two upwardly spaced apart members with an upper one (12) of the 
members having a circular outline (Figs. 1-2), a lower one (14) of the members having a 
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circular outline (Figs. 1-2), the diameter of the circular outline greater than the circular 
outline of the upper one (Fig. 3) and the members connected together in a vertical 
spaced apart position by a central stem (40) (Fig. 3).
